<=truct:oas in regard to the care and j 
feeding of them we:e to take the sanie 
care of their In ing as was given to the 
Union men. I attempted to carry out 
these instructions in spirit as well as I 
letter.

"There was another Chicago surgeon 


at the hospital besides myself, but he 
^as under me. My work was agree- 
able, and 1 found the Contederates a 
gentlemanly set of fellows who had 
done their duty as they saw it, suffered 


! and were no^ about ready to begin to 
piepiie for a better kind of living than 
making war. Among them was a 
j onus; lievtenant, Ellis Lewis, to whom 


j L took quite a luncy. 


i 
''One day in making my rounds and 


on leaching the Confederates I found 
them pale, trembling, unnerved. In en- 
de;uoungto ascertain what was wrong 
with them I found that they had not j 
had meat for more than a week, that 
then rations were being kept from 
them. Lieutenant Lewis said this had 
been going on tor some time. 


" 'Sti'l,' said I. 'I have given explicit 


orders that you shall be fed the same 
a.s tl>e Union officers here, and I have 
gh en no orders that meat shall be kept 
from you.' 


" But we get no meat,' answered 


Lewis. 


"I called up the Chicago man who 


was in charge of the feeding of the 
prisoners and wbo is now a prominent 
citizen, and I psked him if he was re- 
sponsible for depriving the Conteder- 
ate officers of meat. He said he was. I 
asked him why he did this when I had 
given contrary orders. 


" 'Do you suppose,' he asked, 'lam 


going to give these men any more than

" 'That has nothing to do with this 


case,' I said 'You will feed these men 
as I haie directed or one of us will

"The meat came after that. 
"Shortly after this incident took 


place I learned that charges had been 
preferred against me to General But- 
ler.

That was a pretty sen- 
ous charge in those days, but I was 
compelled to laugh when I found out 
that the charges were based upo'n my 
having required that Confederate and 
Union sick should be fed alike. 


"Colonel Sehaeffer of General But- 


ler's staft was directed to visit rue 
with a board of inquiry and investi- 
gate the matter. I saw Sehaeffer be- 
lore the boaid commenced work, and 
he said to me: 


" 'This is very serious business, doc- 


tor You are charged with favoring the 
Confederates, 
and 
General 
Butler 


wants all the facts.' 


" 'My instructions,' I replied, 'have 


been to discriminate against none in 
th:s hospital. I do not understand that 
I am to feed Union men and starve

With the Document—Foreign Com- 
ment on the American State Paper. 
London, Dec. 4.—Tnb London daily 


papers, looking at President Rpose- 
v elt's message from the point of view 
of its literary power and the wealth 
of weighty matters discussed, regard 
it as one of the most characteristic 
and remarkable messages ever sent to 
congress. At the same time the pa- 
pers recognize its conservative and 
businesslike moderation, and that no 
attempt has been made, as The Morn- 
ing Post remarks, "to strike an atti- 
tude or can y Jus listeners away." On 
the whole, however, the newspapers 
are skeptical of any great outcome 
from the president's efforts in the di- 
rection of reform of the trusts, anti- 
anarchism or reciprocity, the idea be- 
ing that the senate will effectually 
step in and stop any great changes in 
the existing system. 


"Mr.Roosevelfs first message," said 


Lord Rothschild, "certainly 
seems 


statesmanlike and should produce a 
good effect in England and the rest of 
Europe, where its careful friendly 
references to the other powers will be 
much appreciated. Bnt his declaration 
that reciprocity must be tveated as 
the handmaiden of protection will 
raise a howl here in England for pro- 
tective duties 
If reciprocity is ouly 


to be a handmaiden it will not do Eng- 
land much good This enunciation will 
set on foot an unprecedented agitation 
for the restoration of at least partial 
protection here. 


"In spite of the history of foe fetish 


of free trade, it would not be at all 
surprising to see protection return, to 
England. What can we do? We have 
got little we can now supply to the 
United States. She makes pretty near 
everything for herself and is daily 
sending us most of her surplus prod- 
uct. If we do not go in for some form 
of protection we are likely to lose 
what little trade we %till have here, es- 
pecially in view of President Roose- 
velt's conception of reciprocivj".' 


German Comment. 


Berlin. Dec. 4.—The first impression 


of the president's message in iierman 
official circles is that the reprt-ssion. of 
anarchists by international agreement 
is much more Jikely to be carried 
through upon the initiative of the 
United States than by that of any 
other pov.er. An anti-anarchist prop- 
osition from Germany along the same 
lines as that of President Roosevelt is 
probably already on its way to the 
state department at Washington, lak 
ing the message altogether, it has 
been favorably received, both popn 
larly and officially.
